82 Americans, 384 Saigon Troops 
Killed During Last Week's Battles 


SAIGON (AP) — The total of 


American battlefield deaths in 
Vietnam last week remained 
near the lowest levels of 
past three years, and enemy 
losses fell to their lowest point 
in a year. But South Vietnamese 
casualties climbed sharply.

ed 82 Americans, 384 troops of

1,687 Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese were killed in action. 
Another 
573 Americans and 


1,000 
South Vietnamese troops 


were reported wounded. 


It was the third successive 


week that the total of American 
dead was less than 100. The to- 
tal the week before was 64, the 
lowest in nearly three years, 
while 
government casualties 


that week were 209 killed and 
681 wounded. 


3 Month Trend 


The weekly casualty reports 


reflected a trend in the past 3% 
months of generally decreasing 
American 
battlefield 
deaths, 


while the total of South Viet- 
namese dead has outnumbered 
the Americans each week for 
the past five months. 


U.S 
spokesmen 
said

shows that South Vietnamese 
regulars and militiamen are 
taking over more of the fight- 
ing. 


"The South Vietnamese are 


generally getting into the act," 
said one officer. "They are pur-

The weekly casualty report 


raised the reported total of 
American battlefield deaths to 
38,969 since Jan. 1961, and the 
total wounded to 254,847. The en-

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Congress Dawdles on Draft Reform 


President Nixon recently has criticized 


Congres slowness to put 
into 
effect 


legislative programs he has proposed, or at 
' the least to consider them. Certainly as far 
as the Selective Service System is concern- 
ed, the President has a point. 


In recent weeks President Nixon has 


made almost startling changes in the draft 
by executive order. 
He announced the 


cancellation of all draft calls for November 
§nd December and a cutback for October. 


More recently he said that graduate 


students who were 
doing 
satisfactory 


academic work would at least be able to 
finish out the year, rather than only the 
term for which they were enrolled. 


And then he announced that Selective 


Service Director, General Hershey, would be 
replaced next February. 


While it seems likely that all these 


moves were in part aimed at defusing the 
growing opposition to the war and in 
particular the moratorium 
of Oct. 15, 


President Nixon some five months ago 
suggested draft reform ideas to Congress. 
Congress apparently hasn't even bothered 
to study the proposals, which include a 
lottery system and the limitation of draft 
eligibility to only one year, which would 
also mean the drafting of younger men. 


The Democratic leaders 
of various 


committees in Congress obviously are using 


the draft for political purposes. They may 
also argue that the middle of a war — even 
an undeclared one — is no time to make 
sweeping changes. But their failures to act 
on the bills introduced some time ago to 
implement the President's suggestions are 
not likely to embarrass the President. If 
necessary he can continue to revise draft 
procedures, by executive order and he has 
said that he will. 


Unfortunately it appears that some of 


the changes the President has made were 
done hastily, without a carefully thought 
out policy or enough attention paid to 
whether new inequities would result. 
Permitting graduate students to stay in 
school a year—announced after the school 
year began — is hardly fair to those 
prospective graduate students who were 
inducted last summer, or who believe that 
attendance for one term was hardly worth 
it. We have already commented on the 
unfortunate timing of the Hershey retire- 
ment, which seems to us more likely to 
encourage dissent and demonstrations as a 
proven means of getting action, rather than 
to dissuade them. 


But the failure to overhaul the draft is 


primarily a Congressional failure and one 
that has extended over a couple of decades, 
time 
enough certainly 
to make 
long 


overdue changes. 


Sfafe Securities Unit a light Ship 


The state Department of Securities has 


long been one of the more 
obscure, 


although highly important, of the regula- 
tory agencies of the state government. 


The stock market today has become a 


democratic institution, Thomas Nelson, 
head of the department, points out with 
more men and women of modest means 
interesting themselves in securities invest- 
ments than ever before in the history of 
the country. We are truly moving toward a 
people's capitalism, as Mr. Nelson suggests. 
More than half a million Wisconsin resi- 
dents are now investors in stocks. 


His calculation is probably a conserva- 


tive one, remembering that there are tens of 
thousands of persons who are involved in 
Wall Street trading indirectly, as members 
of pension funds and similar programs in 
which the ultimate annuities or benefits 
depend upon the success of the investments 
made by the professional fund managers. 


All of which leads us to second Mr. 


Nelson's thesis — that strict, constant and 
honest regulation of securities trading by 
the state as a complement to the work of 
the federal Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission has more direct importance to the 
welfare of ordinary citizens than ever 
before. 


Mr. Nelson, 
an appointee of Gov. 


Knowles, has held his office for a compara- 
tively short time, about two years. But he 


came to it with professional experience in a 
Milwaukee brokerage firm, which was a 
fortunate circumstance. 


For he has been able to perform his 


duties with a knowledgeable firmness that 
this agency has not always displayed during 
its history. 


In fact, in our own observation of the 


work of the securities commissioner and 
his staff, it is rapidly earning the reputa- 
tion of being one of the most vigilant and 
stern and responsive of the many regula- 
tory arms within the state government. 
Quite obviously, his staff is responding to 
the decisive attitude of the commissioner 
about the important role of the department 
and the significant scope of the duties of 
its officers and employes. 


We are impressed by Commissioner 


Nelson's performance, and assert the face 
without hesitation. This is not to disparage 
to any degree the record of the other 
public protection agencies in the state 
government, but to express gratification 
that the head of the securities department 
has grasped his reins so firmly and so 
quickly. 


The number of our Wisconsin friends 


and neighbors benefitting from the work of 
the securities department has multiplied 
ten-fold and almost surely will continue to 
grow as more of them become investors in 
registered securities. 


Dicfoforsfiip Spurs 'Brain Drain' 


The Chinese Nationalist Government of 


Taiwan is trying to find a way to reverse 
what is probably the highest percentage of 
"brain-drain" in the world. 


Despite 
stiff regulations 
concerning 


study abroad, Taiwan suffers from the fact 
that a whopping 97 per cent of the Chinese 
students who leave their homeland for 
higher degrees never come home again. 
This is particularly costly for underdevel- 
oped nations which desperately need the 
expertise of the highly educated. And while 
Taiwan has progressed well economically, 
Jts standards of living are still pretty low. 


According to an article in Scientific 


Research magazine, the Nationalists are 
planning a professorial exchange program 
between the United States and two re- 
search centers to be established on Taiwan 
to complement the current five centers 
\vhich also serve as graduate schools. Amer- 


ican professors of Chinese origin in par- 
ticular will be encouraged to come to Tai- 
wan for from six months to a year. 


Such programs have merit. A different 


one, under the auspices of the United 
States Department of State and in coopera- 
tion with the government 
on Taiwan 


provides for American businessmen and 
industrialists to come to Taiwan to instruct 
local manufacturers and others in pro- 
cedures that have worked so well in the 
United States. 


However, the major reason why Chinese 


scholars from Taiwan prefer not to go 
home again is the political, rather than the 
economic, atmosphere. Despite some relax- 
ations and certainly far more cooperation 
than previously by the native Taiwanese, 
the Chinese Nationalists' dictatorial powers 
on Taiwan are often anathema to those in 
the academic world and to scientists.

and turn back responsibilities to 
local elected officials, Weiford 
pointed out at the forum spon- 
sored by The Post-Crescent at 
the Pioneer Inn-Oshkosh. This is 
the "new federalism." 


Likewise, the state will turn 


back responsibility to local gov- 
ernment, requiring local 
offi- 


cials to make decisions about 
the things which affect them, 
Weiford claimed. 


Great Challenge 


This reversal represents an 


"extraordinary challenge" to lo- 
cal government officials, Wei- 
ford said. His remarks served 
as a summary of the day-long 
public forum. 


On the other hand, he warned 


that local government could 
break down in the Fox Valley, 
as it has in other parts of the 
country, unless local 
officials 


accepted the new challenge. 


It is a challenge to change, to 


shed old animosities and to 
work together in a new area- 
wide context, he said. 


M e t r opolitan 
governments 


have become necessary in some 
large urban areas like Minne- 
apolis, Indianapolis, Nashville 
and Dade County, Florida, only 
because local governments have 
been unable to work together, 
he said. 


And now the "crush" of urban 


growth is upon the valley, he 
said. 


Show of Faith 


Weiford said the governor's 


creation of a task force to study 
regional planning and admini- 
strative district boundaries in 
the Valley was a show of faith 
in local government by the 
state. 


The state and federal govern- 


ments are telling Valley offi- 
cials to draw their own plan for 
the area, decide for themselves 
what the administrative district 
and regional planning bounda- 
ries should be. and then get 
together to do the job, he said. 


If local government in the 


Valley can do it, Weiford said, 
the Valley will become a model 
for the state and the nation. 


"And you will have taken 


major steps to preserve the 
quality of life in this lovely 
Valley for g e n e r a t i o n s to 
come," he concluded. "I see 
this as the beginning of a new 
kind of renaissance."

cilities and services has to go 
beyond lip service if communi- 
ties want to improve their ap- 
pearance and livelihood, he 
predicted. 


Planners Told 


According to Tollander, the 


best way to do this is planning 
on a regional basis. 


He defined planning simply 


as "reasoned thinking" prior 
to taking action. "This has 
proved to be an invaluable tool 
to aid in decision-making," he 
said. 


The 
Northwest 
planning 


commission formed in 1959, 
takes in 10 counties and was 
the first multi-county regional 
planning commission in Wis- 
consin. 


Eliminate Duplication 


To make the most of avail- 


able programs, Tollander said, 
the Northwest commission has 
proposed that it be designated 
as the administrativei district 
for the area. He said this 
would eliminate a duplication 
of services and effort which in 


the past has been character- 
istic of state and federal pro- 
grams in his area. 


He said the Northwest com- 


mission has proposed becom- 
ing the area clearing house for 
all federal and state program 
application and to administer 
and coordinate approval of 
programs. 


"To be most effective, all 


the facets of regional planning 
and development must be 
closely coordinated and gear- 
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ed into the practical decision- 
making 
process 
regarding 


land use, tax levies, public 
works, transportation, 
water 


pollution, health and welfare 
programs, law 
enforcement 


and others," Tollander said. 


Working Relations 


"The type of programs we 


are engaged in is dependent 
upon strong inter-agency and 
inter - governmental working 
relations, strong local support, 
sound technical staffing and

state and local government," 
he added. 


Through this type of coop- 


eration, the Northwest com- 
mission has established a law 
enforcement program, sewer 
and water facilities planning 
program on a regional basis 
and is providing technical lo- 
cal planning assistance, co- 
ordinated with an overall pro- 
gram to local municipalities.

The alternative is a growing 


number of smaller treatment 
plants that are not always 
adequate. 


He said there were 33 munici- 


pal sewerage treatment plans in 
the Fox Valley, and eight be- 
tween Kaukauna and Neenah- 
Menasha. By the year 2,000, 
these eight plants, which now 
service about 124,000 persons, 
will serve an estimated 350,000.

OSHKOSH - An estimated 


1,700 
m a r c h e r s paraded 


through the downtown district 
in an evening ceremony for 
peace and OSU students at- 
tempted to put the heat on the 
head of their ROTC depart- 
ment in conclusion of a day's 
moratorium for peace here 
Wednesday. 


The marchers, a represent- 


ative cross section of com- 
munity members and high

Earlier 
in the afternoon, 


OSU faculty 
and students 


turned what was scheduled to 
be a debate on the war into a 
grilling of Lt. Col. Richard B. 
Sherwood, head of the school's 
military science department. 


Sherwood told the group he 


was not appearing as a repre- 
sentative of the military, but 
rather as an individual taking 
a personal stand. He said, 
"I've been in war on three 
occasions. From the bottom of 
my heart, I can say war is 
the most wasteful, hateful- 
use any descriptive adjective 
you like1 You want peace? 
I'm for it. 


'Not Fighting Worse' 


"But the only thing that's 


worse than war is not fighting 
when your convictions are 
threatened. I'm not saying our 
convictions were threatened in 
Vietnam. I don't know if they 
were. There are 3 lot of 
things I'd like to know about 
this war."

He said the 1968 Tet offen- 


sive, as well as Vietnamese 
incidents in the past, gives a 
good indication of the killing 
and torture at communist 
hands that would follow a 
communist takeover. In parti- 
cular, Sherwood cited the 
mass graves of Vietnamese 
assassinated during the Tet 


attacks. 


Dr. Walter Bense, chairman 


of the OSU religion depart- 
ment, said he had no doubt 
there would be a blood bath 
but indicated it should be no 
grounds for concern. 


'Death for Traitors' 


"Why will there be a blood 


bath?" he asked. "This is a 
civil war, and in a civil war, 
these people look like traitors 
to the other side. To the Viet 
Cong, the people siding with 
the government and the U S. 
are collaborating with a for-

When one student began 


questioning Sherwood on the 
effectiveness and cooperation 
of the South Vietnamese, the 
ROTC commander leveled a 
frontal assault on newspapers 
and broadcasters. 


"The news media has fallen 


flat on* their (sic) duff in 
Vietnam. They've done the 
worse job of subjective re- 
porting I've ever seen," he 
said. 


Neglected by Media 


Sherwood told the group 


that in many instances South 
Vietnamese have effectively 
carried a large share of the 
combat load in Vietnam, but 
that these instances were 
neglected by the media, which 


He added that South Viet- 


nam has "a real leadership 
problem. The Viet Cong has a 
mafia-like structure that has 
s y stematically 
assassinated) 


most of the nation's potential 
leaders down to the lowest 
level That's why the military 
is almost the only place with 
any effective leadership left." 


Throughout t h e two-hour 


session, a total of about 700 
OSU students attended. Most, 
however, were ignoring the 
moratorium on classes as 
usual and only sitting in for 
segments of the talk between 
classes. 


Faculty members followed 


suit. The talk concluded when 
Bense left to teach a class, 
and after opening remarks, 
another member of the panel, 
Dr. Robert C. Delk, excused 
himself to teach. 


The evening's 
candlelight 


marchers concluded their ac- 
tivities with a brief rally on 
the courthouse stairway. Ron 
Vande Loo, a conscientious 
objector on alternative service 
at Winnebago State Hospital 
here, and David Giffey, a 
member of the moratorium 
committee, 
addressed 
the 


marchers. 


'Dangerous State' 


Giffey, who served with a 


combat unit in Vietnam dur- 
ing 1966, said, "A veteran who 
served in any war not need 
feel disloyal in speaking out 
for peace. It's tune to do 
something about the treacher- 
ous frame of mind that exists 
in this country. 


"We now have a doomsday 


machine in the soil of our own 
state. It's called 'Sanguine.' 
That means blood. We erect 
bronze war memorials to our 
dead. We teach men in our 
schools how to make war. 


"It is not hard to stop war. 


One combatant cannot wage a 
war." 


The Rev. Paul Franzen, 


Lutheran campus minister at 
OSU and rally moderator, 
suggested the marchers take 
their candles, inscribed with 
the name of a U.S. soldier 
who died in Vietnam, to their 
homes and that they write to 
the families of these soldiers 
and remind them that they 
carried their son's candle in a 
peace march.

Yet the family doctor 
eeps a check on the children 
lood sugar is normal but urine 
recimens sometimes show a 
ttle sugar. - Mrs. 0. W. C. 


Many diseases can be simple 
ind straightforward at times, 
nd at other times involve all 
orts-of subtleties and complica- 
ons. So, Mrs. C., I won't try to 
ive you simple and positive 
nswers. Qualified ones, rather. 
"Borderline" or "incipient" 


are rather indefinite terms to 
pply to children. You didn't 
give me the ages of these 
oungsters, but it is not too 
unusual for children to show 
ugar in the urine yet have 
ormal blood sugar tests. This 
s called renal glycosuria (sugar 
in the urine). It is not diabetes 
mellitus. Sugar restriction is 
dvisable w i t h such cases, 
'hese youngsters do not neces- 
arily develop diabetes. 
There are some cases that

are somewhat different. Young- 
ters with a strong family 
istory of diabetes may be 
ound to have an abnormal 
ugar tolerance level — a series 
of blood sugar tests being taken 
after giving a "loading dose" of 
ugar solution. 
Despite the abnormal blood 
ugar test, these youngsters do 
not have symptoms of diabetes, 
n such cases, the amount oi 
carbohydrate (and sugar) in the 
diet customarily is restricted, 
and "diabetes pills," in small 
doses, may be given to keep the 
blood sugar level low. This 
apparently offers some protec- 
tion by keeping the sugar level 
normal. They may or may not 
develop diabetes later. 


In the particular situation you 


cite, Mrs. C., the doctor is doing 


should avoid overweight. 


When diabetes develops in 


children, it usually does so with 
startling speed, and treatment 
should be commenced at the 
earliest possible moment. Dia- 
betes develops more slowly in 
adults. 


Therefore, parents are wise to 


be ultra-careful if any suspicion 
of diabetes exists. One of the 
most ~ suspicious situations, of 
course, is the presence of dia- 
>etes in members on either side 
of the family, and the risk is 
quadrupled if it exists on both 
sides. 


Blood sugar tests must be 


done by a physician, but testing 
or sugar in the urine can be 
done at home, and simply and 
easily If sugar starts appear- 
ing, the doctor should be noti- 
ied at once. 
Excessive thirst and1 frequent 


urination are other signs for 
which parents should be on the 
alert. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can a 


woman 40 years old expect to 
give birth to a healthy baby? I 
lave been told that a change-of- 
life baby often is not. Is this 
jue? — N. B. 


No, it's not true. Every wom- 


an, at any age, should expect to 
have a healthy baby in the 
absence of any known factors 
that would prevent it. 


At 40 or older, the risks of a 


defective baby are somewhat 
greater than for younger moth- 
ers, but this is a matter ol 
percentages and averages. The 
majority of babies born to older 
mothers still are healthy.

Gift to Village 


In 1937, Swiss architect Ja- 


cob Rieder designed and be- 
gan 
building the authentic 


Alpine chalet at the request of 
Edwin Barlow and his aunt, 
Mrs Fannie Figi. Longtime 
resident, C. J Stuessy still 
remembers the night in 195a, 
when Barlow stood up before 
the 
town council with ^ an 


announcement to make. "He 
told us he wanted to give us 
everything - the chalet and 
all the things he collected 
over the years — free. New 
Glarus didn't have to pay a 
dime," recalled Stuessy, his 
words tinged with surprise 
that has yet to diminish over 
the years at the thought of so 
priceless a gift. 


A world traveler, Barlow 


decorated his three-story cha- 
let with antique Swiss and 
early American furniture and 
valuable art objects, including 
a Swiss doll collection, treas- 
ured silver and jewelry, reli- 
gious relics, ancient parch- 
ments and rare glass. But 
in spite of its awesome value, 
the chalet and its contents 
possess a h o m i n e s s and 
warmth that similar show- 
places lack. 


Emerging from the chalet, 


the Homemakers were treated 
to a farewell solo on the Swiss 
Alphorn, a six-and-a-half-foot 
birch instrument played by 
curator, H. M. Schmid, whose 
performance t e r r i f i e d a 
neighborhood dog curious to 
know what all the excitement 
was about. 


Pioneer Village Toured 


Then it was on the Swiss 


Village Museum, a replica of 
the original pioneer village. 
As guide and director of the 
museum, Stuessy recounted a 
history of hardships and re- 


wards, w h i l e leading the 
women through a community 
building, a schoolhouse 
a 


store, a blacksmith shop and 
a cheese factory, each fur- 
nished with the appropriate 
antiques. Providing a contrast 
to the reconstructed past was 
the newly completed Hall of 
History, a modern structure 
housing an exhibit of hand 
screened fabrics loaned by the 
Swiss government. 


Shortly a f t e r noon the 


Homemakers descended the 
hill for lunch at the New 
Glarus Hotel. Built in 1853, 
the hotel was originally an 
opera house, where the citi- 
zenry gathered to see travel- 
tag troupes and later, vaude- 
ville revues. In 1950, its doors 
and windows were boarded up 
until 1965, when the hotel 
reopened to become one of the 
area's most popular restau- 
rants specializing in Swiss 
foods. 


Just a few blocks away is 


the Upright Swiss Embroi- 
deries, Inc., last stop on the 
women's tour through New 
Glarus' p a s t . There they 
watched as four 16% ton 
Schiffli machines created col- 
orful, intricate patterns on 
yard upon yard of fabric. 
Representing a centuries old 
tradition of a r t i s t r y and 
craftsmanship, the Swiss lace 
and embroidery was admired 
by all and purchased by the 
group's seamstresses, w h o 
later boarded the bus _ with 
unique souvenirs of Wiscon- 
sin's Swiss heritage.

Peter Harris, a student; Pat 
Lucy, 
announced 
candidate 


for governor in 1970, and Mike 
Schraeder, a 1967 graduate of 
Ripon, now a student at 
Oshkosh State University, who 
recently returned from Viet- 
nam. 


Unscheduled speakers were 


two members of the Black 
Panthers, who talked to a 
group of about 100 during the 
noon hour, and in the lan- 
guage of the streets, called 
for a grassroots uprising of all 
of the working people to use 
"war money for welfare pro- 
grams, and education." 


Most heavily applauded was 


fellow student Peter Harris

Kennedy, President

Johnson and President Nixon. 


When asked from the audi- 


ence if he had not campaigned 
for both Kennedy and John- 
son, he answered that he had 
but it was now time for 
everyone, including himself, 
to stand up and admit that 
they had acted in error. 


Question Pat Lucy 


When asked by another stu- 


dent how they were to be sure 
Lucy "wasn't another sweet- 
talking candidate giving out 
with the same old political 
crap," Lucy answered that his 
feeling on the war had nothing 
to do with his candidacy and 
as far as he knew the State of 
Wisconsin thus far had estab- 
lished no foreign policy. 


He did admit that a gover- 


nor has a tough time solving 
social problems when 70 cents 
out of each tax dollar is going 
to war-related expenditures. 


The most violent reactions 


came a f t e r the talk by 
Schraeder who spent most of 
his half hour discussing the 
plight o fthe South Vietnam- 
ese p e o p l e , the lack of 
courage of the South Vietnam- 
ese army and the atrocities 
committed by A m e r i c a n 
soldiers 


First to leap to his feet was 


Major Herman Lukow, a two 
year veteran of service in 
Vietnam and its border coun- 
tries. He said he resented the 
implication that our American 
youth now in service would 
stoop to wholesale rape and 
murder He was applauded 
when he said. 
"American 


youth that I saw over there 
could and did control them- 
selves m a better manner 
than you have projected " 


Schraeder also spoke for 


immediate withdrawal of all 
troops and sanctuary "in any 
country that 
would 
accept 


Vietnamese who would be 


involved in a blood bath of 
retaliation by the Viet Cong 
when we pulled out." 


Need Moral Support 


In the meantime Schraeder 


said, Americans should give 
moral support to individual 
soldiers via letters and pack- 
ages because "these men are 
not responsible for the killing 
they have to do " 


He adumitted that m a n y 


soldiers in Vietnam do not 
believe in the war, but do 
believe and are behind the 
United States of 
America 


which sent them there. 


After more questioning he 


said the majority of soldiers 
do not commit atrocities, but 
he said that men under pres- 
sure do things they would not 
do at home. 


The moratorium began in 


Ripon with an 8 a.m. march 
of about 100 students to the 
square. At about 9 a.m. there 
was one girl in a long black 
robe reading the list of Viet- 
nam war dead and five male 
students listening. In the aft- 
ernoon there was to be a 
house-to-house canvas of the 
town for signatures on a 
protest telegram to President 
Nixon It was discovered in an 
interview that another group 
of students was going to 
canvass the town for signa- 
t u r e s supporting President 
Nixon 


Although no formal action 


was taken by businessmen on 
the flying of flags in support 
of the Vietnam action, about 
20 flags were flying in front of 
Ripon b u s i n e s s establish- 
ments. Some business places 
displayed posters announcing 
the moratorium meeting, and 
there appeared to be five or 
six townspeople present at the 
gymnasium

Today, in another October, 


our national policies are delib- 
erately geared to slowing down 
the economy and curbing the 
price-wage spiral. There is un- 
doubtedly a risk of over-kill in 
the combination of credit and 
tax restraints. While inflation 
persists at an intolerable pace, 
many are worrying that the 
boom which began in February, 
1961, 
will not last to see its 


ninth birthday. It is not the 
most reassuring of patterns, by 
any yardstick. 


Today, we are a middle- 


income nation without parallel. 
The income pyramid of 1929 is 
inverting with the vast majority 
in the middle-higher income 
brackets and a shrinking minor- 
ity at the lower income levels. 
By 1980, more than half of 
American families 
will have 


incomes of $10,000 or over. 


Wages and salaries are in an 


upspiral and until recently the 
spurt in workers' "real" in- 
comes was outpacing the rise in 
just about everything else. Now 


inflation is erasing the value o 
the extra dollars but surely 
today's rate of erosion will no 
last. 


Were it not for the credit 


squeeze, housing would be in an 
all-out boom. But this squeeze is 
merely guaranteeing an explo 
sion in housing later in the 1970s 
— and of course with this wil 
come a spurt in everything that 
goes into and outside of houses 


We have a vast variety of 


recession-cushioning laws: un 
employment insurance, m i n i 
mum wage levels, Social Securj. 
ty, bank insurance, etc., etc 
None of these cushions was in 
existence in '29. 


And we are entering a decade 


of great expansion. Assuming no 
more "Vietnams" but a work 
of uneasy peace and assuming 
sufficient 
social 
stability 
to 


permit just normal economic 
growth, our production of goods 
and services will zoom to nearly 
$2,000,000,000.000 (trillion!) by 
1980 
against 
$900 billion-plus 


now. 


Our 
population will climb 


from today's 200 million mark 
to 240-245 million. Our income 
per person will jump by aboul 
45 per cent. Our buying of autos 
will zoom from 1969's 9 million- 
plus to 1980's average 14 to 15 
million. So it goes, if all we 
have is normal growth. 


Behind 1929's market 
was 


economic rot, a steady shrink- 
age in the buying power of the 
majority and a basic bias 
toward deflation. Behind 1969's 
market is economic expansion 
a steady swelling in the buying 
power of the majority and a 
jasic bias toward inflation. 


I am hardly arguing that 


stock market slumps won't hap- 
pen. Witness this year's "blood 
jath." I am saying that the 
American e c o n o m y on the 
threshold of the 70s bears little 
resemblance to the American 
economy on the threshold of the 
'30s.

high hopes. We hoped to present 
the request for humanitarian 
reasons. They seemed to feel 
strongly that the prisoner thing 
is not humanitarian but politi- 
cal." 


"Everytime we would bring 


up the humanitarian thing," 
Mrs. Doss said, "they would say 
if we wanted to get our hus- 
bands out, we would have to 
demonstrate." 


"I would never demonstrate 


against my government," said

Shuman. "That would 


dishonor my husband."

Areas Must Solve Own Problems

OSHKOSH - As the prob- 


lems of local and regional 
areas continue to grow, the 
federal government will in- 
creasingly i n s i s t that the 
solutions come from the areas 
affected. 


The changing aspects in the 


relationships among the fed- 
eral, state and local govern- 
ments were o u t l i n e d Wed- 
nesday here by F r a n c i s 
Fisher, Chicago, regional ad- 
ministrator of the U.S. De- 
Apartment of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development ( H U D ) . 
Fisher spoke to Fox River 
Valley government officials 
^and citizens gathered at the 
Pioneer 
Inn 
for a 
public 


forum titled "Planning for the 
future of the Fox River Val- 


ley" and sponsored by The 
Post-Crescent. 


The key words in the chang- 


ing federalism, now called the 
"New 
Federalism" by Presi- 


dent Nixon, Fisher said, are 
"Decentralization" and "coor- 
dination." 


Greater Burden 


Fisher predicted that in tfle 


future a much greater burden 
of identifying an area's prob- 
lems and proposing adequate 
and realistic solutions to the 
problems will fall 
on the 


shoulders of those within the 
area itself. 


The problems of business 


are in some ways more easily 
solved than problems of gov- 
ernment, Fisher advised the 
audience, w h i c h included 


many Fox Valley business and 
industry leaders. 


Business tries to "maximize 


profits" and can, to a large 
degree, he said, measure the 
problem and measure what it 
will take to get increased 
profits. 


Government, however, tries 


to "maximize lives," he said, 
and what makes for good 
lives, good environment and 
good services are 
not so 


easily measured. 


Close to People 


Therefore, F i s h e r said, 


"The country must get down 
close to the people concerned 
with any one problem. "The 
government must ask the 
people themselves 
for the 


answers to what will "maxi- 
mize their lives." 


The federal government is 


currently taking steps to do 
just that, Fisher explained. 
Regional offices of the depart- 
ments and bureaus are being 
asked to do more work, the 
states are being asked to do 
more, and the states, in turn, 
are increasingly looking to- 
ward local governments to 
help provide needed answers. 


President Nixon has asked 


Congress to establish direct 
revenue sharing, a means for 
the federal government to 
pump money into state and 
local projects with fewer and 
fewer strings attached. 


Fisher predicted that there 


will be an increasing flow of 
funds from federal sources to 
state and local levels under 
direct revenue sharing. 


Decentralization 


Decentralization is further 


seen in Fisher's own depart- 
ment, HUD, where more reli- 
ance is being put on local 
officials to "tell us how it is. . 
and we are insisting that the 
people be involved in the 
decisions that so affect their 
lives." 


The need for better coordin- 


ation of government units, 
which engage in so many 
public programs, all interrela- 
ted, is increasingly recognized 
by federal and state officials, 
Fisher said. 


The federal government it- 


self has taken steps to better 


coordinate the services which 
is provides. In operation next 
year will be uniform districts 
throughout the country for all 
the departments and bureaus. 


The Fox Valley, Fisher said, 


is an area now experiencing 
rapid growth and undergoing 
profound change. What shape 
that growth and change ul- 
timately will take will depend 
largely on planning at the 
area level, he said. And the 
federal government will insist 
on it, he added. 


The area from Kaukauna 


through Oshkosh, he said, will 
soon be designated a standard 
metropolitan 
area 
by the 


Bureau of the Budget. The 
bureau's recent circular A-95, 
he said, gives district plan- 
ning organizations within such 
metropolitan areas great pow- 
er in reviewing applications 
for federal funds made by 
local government units. 


Goals and Solutions 


He urged that Wisconsin 


establish the administrative 
districts proposed by Gover- 
nor Warren Knowles. 


District planning units must 


not in the future approach the 
federal government with a 
shopping list of what is want- 
ed. Rather, he advised, the 
problems of housing, trans- 
portation, sewage treatment 
and disposal and a host of 
others, must be thought out 
and pinpointed, goals set and 
solutions be proposed—all at 
the district or local levels.
